He Suggests That Stockholders in the Rich- 
mond Terminal Be Given a Chance. 
New Yorn, Aug. 25.—|Special.]—A letter 
was sent to Receiver Oakman of the Richmond 
Terminal compauy by Henry Clews today, 
which said: :

New Yorx, Aug. 25.-—[Special.]—The Art 
committee of the Committee of One hundred 
of the Columbian celebration iu this city had 
a dinner at the Players’ club tonight.

te agreement, Time to Think the Matter Over—Effect 


on Previous Prosecutions. 

The trial of one of the city’s cases against 
violators of the smoke ordinance in Justice 
Brayton’s court yesterday developed a sur- 
prise which, before the attorneys finished 
talking about it, amounted to a sensation. It 
was that the summons which nad been used in 
all of the city’s smoke suits cites an ordinance 
which has not a word to say about smoke. 

The case on trial was against the Rahd-Mc- 
Nally company for allowing their chimney to 
smoke Aug. 12. Attorney Matz represented 
the city. Inspectors Beebe ana Dean of the 
Society for the Prevention of Smoke had tes- 
tified to the chimney’s bad habits, when Mr. 
Matz presented in evidence Secs. 2,253 and 
2,254 of the ordinances. Attorney Humphrey 
for the defense jumped to his feet and ob- 


“The summons,” said he, makes a de- 
mand for violation of ‘an ordinance entitled 
an ordinance in regard to the publication of 
the laws and ordinances of the City of Chi- 
eago.’ You can search from now till dooms- 
day and not aword about smoke can be 
found in that ordinance. The complaint 
should therefore be dismissed. 

Attorney Matz took the book and read it.

All prosecutions for viola- 
tions of the smoke ordinance up to two weeks 
ago had been conducted by the city prose- 
cutors. He had never noticed the form, as it 
had been used in hundreds of cases. 

It Justice Brayton decides that the sum- 
mons is defective what becomes of the nu- 
merous judgments the city has obtained 
against smoke violators?’’ he was asked. 

It that decision is given there might be 
some question about fines placed against peo- 
ple who have failed to appear. Fines in cases 
which were defended will hold good. 

How about the tugboat men who were 
fined Wednesday to the extent of 8450?“ 

Mr. Matz said the whole matter was a new 
point, but he believed that as all the proceed 
ings thus far were civil suits the court would 
sustain the plaintiff’s right to amend the sum- 
mons if need be. 


SUPPOSED HEN WAS A RATTLESNAKE. 


Three Georgia Children Poked Fingers at 
It and Died—The Baby Drowned. 

Aruens, Ga., Aug. 25.—[Special—A Madi- 
son County farmer named Wilson left home 
and went to the mill, leaving his wife and four 
children contented and happy. Two hours 
later he returned to find his wife lying on the 
floor insensible, with four dead children about 
her. The story the mother told when restored 
to consciousness was a remarkable one. She 
said she had taken the baby to the spring, leav- 
ing the other children in the house. Hearing 
their cries she put the baby down and hurried 
back to the house, where she found two dead, 
the other dying. The living one said they had 
been poking their fingers through a crack in 
the floor and a hen had been picking at them. 
The mother went back to the spring after her 
baby and found it had fallen into the spring and 
drowned, The third child had died when she 
got back to the house, and the mother swooned 
away. Investigation showed that the supposed 
hen was a rattlesnake.

HARLEM COMMONS HEIRS ENCOURAGED 


They Think Their Chances of Winning the 
Great Estate Are Better.

CREED OF THE PROHIBITION PRESIDEN- 
TIAL CANDIDATE.: 

Tun Tano prints this morning the long 
letter in which John Bidwell of California ac- 
cepts the Presidential nomination of the Pro- 
hibitionists. The small part of it is devoted 
to the denunciation of the rum power” and 


a portrayal of the wickedness of the saloons. 


Not one word is said about the “rum appe- 
tite” and the desire of the drinkers for 
liquor, but for which the saloons would wither 
away like Jonah’s gourd, Not one word is said 
about making war on the drinker or rooting 
out the rum appetite, although it is on the in. 
born desire for alcohol that the rum power 
depends, Mr. Bid well writes as if men drank 
only because there were saloons to tempt them 
and that if the dramshops were closed inebrie- 
ty would cease and there would be nodesire for 
beer or whisky. On the contrary, the appe- 
tite precedes the saloon. There was no saloon 
when Noah got drunk. 

With equal disregard of logic he says: The 
family is the unit of civilized government. 
whose yes home and the Nation will be pro- 

In this country, with its millions of 
foreigners and semi-foreigners, the “home” 
drinks. The husband does, so does the wife, 
and so do the children often. Those millions 
of homes do not want Bidwell’s prohibitory 
protection. And even if the home is pro- 
tected who is to protect the multitude of 
young men after they have left their homes 
and gone out into the world? The best way 
to protect them is to attack the appetite for 
whisky. Take that from the drinkers and 
they will be safe from the saloons. 

Mr. Bidwell says that the liquor power 
leads, corrupts, and dominates both the old 
parties. And yet those old parties between 
them have done all that has been done of a 


practical nature to promote temperance and 


sobriety. They have enacted State prohibition 
laws and passed all the high license and local 
option laws; and where the majority of the 
voters of the enforcement unit—the county— 
are in favor of suppressing the liquor traffic 
they have been furnished the means of doing 
so in nearly all the States. Where a majority 
of the people of a county are in favor of drink- 
ing no anti-drinking or anti-selling law can be 
enforced, as all experience shows. The sensi- 
ble thing for the Prohibitionists to do is to 
work to secure a majority of the voters in 
counties, and not waste their efforts over a 
continent. 

They should also cease playmg the coward 
in regard to the drinkers. They should attack 
the imbibers, of whom there are millions, as 
well as the saloons. Mr. Bidwell wants more 


‘drastic laws to punish those who sell liquor. 


Why does he not courageously demand drastic 
laws to punish those whodrink liquor? If the 
sellers are criminals se are the buyers and 
imbibers. Why does not Mr. Bidwell be con- 
sistent and call for the fine and imprisonment 
of all of them? 

Mr. Bidwell looks for allies among the wom- 
en, and comes out in favor of femaie suffrage, 
| or, as he calls it, the ““emancipation of wom- 
an,“ indicating they are slaves. He says that 
“if the United States does not look out En- 
gland will get ahead of her in that great re- 
form.” So much the better. Let the female 


see how it works. But if Mr. Bidwell had his 
wish he would be amazed to find how many 
million women, white and black, would vote 
against compulsory prohibition. The women 
of foreign birth and training, accustomed to 
beer and wine, would vote with their hus- 
bands against prohibtion almost solid. A 
large majority of the Southern blacks vote 
against prohibition, and their wives would vote 
with them the same way. 

What Mr. Bidwell has to say about the 
finances is meant to catch the votes of the fiat 
People’s party. He is trymg to turn away 
votes from Weaver. He says “the money of 


paper,” and “should be in sufficient quantity 
to meet ali demands He does not say that 
the paper must be redeemable in gold and 
silver, but he does say there must be enough

PERVERTED FROM PROTECTION TO FREE 
TRADE. 
The Philadelphia Record, a free trade Demo- 
cratic paper, prints the following paragraph: 
Tue Curcaco Trisune, which has become a 
tariff pervert, thinks that in the long run this 
country would win “in a deadly struggle of 
endurance and privation should it adopt free 


trade. If Tun Trreunn will look over the long list 


of experts of American manufactures requiring 
the highest skill and paying the highest wages for 
their production, it will see that this country has 
already won without a deadly struggle of endur- 
anee and privauon. These American manufact- 
ures are sold in the open markets of the world in 
competition with all comers under conditions of 
absolute free trade. 

For some years the Record and Tun Tris- 
UNE occupied in some respects the same 
ground on the tariff. Each was in favor of 
moderate protection. Tun Trisune stands 
now where it always did on the tariff—for 
moderate protection. The Record has moved 


with dizzying rapidity during the last year. | 


It has deserted utterly its old position and de- 
clares that the moderate protective duties it 
once defended are unconstitutional, fraud, 
and robbery.” It has now “ perverted from 


.“ variff reform” to free trade. The Record 


seems to have abandoned a moderate regard 
for truth along with moderate protection. Its 
statement that American manufactures re- 
quiring the highest skill are competing in for- 
eign markets with free trade products and its 
inference that American manufacturers need 
no protection in the home market against for- 
eign rivals will not stand examination. The 


total value of American exports which can be 


classified fairly as manufactures does not ex- 
ceed $100,000,000, or a tenthof the total ex- 
ports. To make up that sum it is necessary 
to include cotton goods made by automatic 
machinery, leather—in the manufacture of 
which the United States has some special ad- 
vantages, because it is a large producer of 
hides—sugar and molasses, and iron, in forms 
upon which little labor has been expended, 
such as pig. If only those articles are includ- 
ed which call for the highest skill and pay the 
highest. wages, such as locomotives, scientific 
instruments, etc., the total will drop to about 
$80,000,000. It must also be remembered that 
the foreign markets of the United States in- 
clude Canada and Mexico, where this country 
has special advantages because of contiguity 
and connecting railroads, while they are sep- 
arated by a wide ocean from our rivals. 

If it were true that American manufacturers 
could compete with their English, French, and 
German rivals in neutral markets competition 
in the American home market would not be 
difficult. But it appears from the official re- 
turns that during the last fiscal year enough 


| foreign competing goods were imported to 


pay duties amounting to $178,000,000. In spite 
of a barrier in the shape of duties averaging 
48 per cent the foreign manufacturers of com- 
peting goods had such advantages over their 
American rivais in their cheap labor that they 
were able to sell enormous quantities of goods 
to Americans in spite of the tariff. 

If Mr. Cleveland is elected President the 
Record will have a chance to see how its free 
trade theories will work out in practice. Mr. 
Cleveland and his platform and party are 
pledged to repeal all profective duties and 
thus force the American manufacturer to go 
out of business or compel his workmen to ac- 
cept ascale of wages but little higher than 
that paid by his European rivals. Philadelpaia 
is the third city of the United States in popu- 
lation and is one of its greatest manufactur- 
ing centers. It swarms with protected work- 
ingmen. The introduction of free trade with 
Europe would be followed immediately by a 
lockout and a reduction of their wages one- 
half to one-third. Then a vehement and bit- 
ter but unavailing fight would be made by 
the wage-workers. They would be filled with 
rage against those who induced them to vote 
for free trade, and who told them it could not 
harm them or reduce their pay. If the editor 
of the Record is wise he will keep out of town 
about that time, for the workingmen getting 
only half wages or no job might not be able 
to treat him civilly.

Naturally the cowards and the trimmers on 
both sides are ill at ease. The men who want the 
offices and who want them badly—the political 
freebooters of modern times, who, like the con- 
dottieri of the middle ages, seek only sham bat- 
tles—aro urging that Mr. Cleveland straddle the 
tariff and Mr. Harrison the force bill. But they 
will not have their way.

Mr. Wattersoa can talk thus plainly to the 
Democratic tariff straddlebugs, trimmers, 
and cowards of his party, because he has be- 
hind him five out of the six million Demo- 
eratic voters. That overwhelmmg majority 
ef the organization has a right to rule that 
party—to lay down party principles and see 
that they are lived up to. If the one million 
protective Democratic voters do not like those 
free trade principles, then it is their duty to 
vote with the organization which opposes free 
trade, and not attempt to force their ideas on 
the five million free trade Democrats. 

Mr. Watterson makes one willful mistake, 
however, which must not pass unnoticed.

There is but one issue worth talking 
about this fal! and it is the burning one ten- 
dered to the Republican party by the Demo- 
crats—viz.: free trade vs. protection; the ab- 
olition of all duties which tend to protect Amer- 
ican industries from the undermining com- 
petition of the cheap-labor goods and wares of 
Europe. The great political battle must be 
fought out on that line. 


COLLAPSE OF THE SWITCHMEN’S STRIKE. 

Finding that the engineers, firemen, con- 
ductors, and trainmen are not inclined to in- 
duige in the luxury of a sympathetic strike, 
and realizing the absurdity of continuing 
longer against the combination of 8,000 State 
guards and the self-defensive power of seven 
railroad corporations, Grand Master Sweeney 
has declared the strike off and ordered the 
men back to work, if they can get the jobs 
they abandoned and which are mostly filled. 
The Grand Master says it is useless for 
550 (stated during the strike at 1,100) switch- 
men to fight 8,000 citizen soldiers and seven 
railroads, But why did they strike and then 
turn mobocrats in the first place? What kind 
of a committee, a walking delegate, or Grand 
Master were they that ordered the foolhardy 
contest? Didn't they or Sweeney know enough 
to know what kind of opposition they would 
have to encounter when they undertook te 
mob the roads? They seemed, however, to 
have gone into this business with their eyes 
wide open. On July 22 the switchmen held a 
meeting at Waverly, N. V., to consider the 
refusal of their demands by the Lehigh Valley 
road. The following little chapter from the 
proceedings published in the Press is of in- 
terest just now: 

The Worthy Master says that the present occa- 
sion would be a good one to decide how the strike 
should be conducted. McNamara says he was in 
favor of using force should it become necessary to 
do so. That his plan would be to run cars off the 
track, go through the yard, knock holes into en- 
gine tanks, cut hose, etc., so as to disable engines. 
Murray, Smith, and others spoke against too 
much violence. Agreed, however, that a little 
would be a good thing. 

McNamara further said that the plan of the 
strike was to have a man named Cross, a big, 
reckless fellow from Buffalo, and one or two 
others from there take charge of this end. The 
strike would be declared at midnight. The Buf- 
falo men had given their word that all arrange- 
ments had been made to run off the track and 
wreck freight and coal cars enough from 12 0 clock 
midnight up to 2 a. m. to block up the whole 
read for a week, as the yard was full of cars. He 
(McNamara) thought there should be something 
done at this end of the line so that no cars should 
be sent over the Erie road or the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western. They had the: assurance 
of the other six roads running into Buffalo that 
they would not handle a car of Philadelphia and 
Reading, and the Erie had the same question of 
wages before it now and could be depended upon 
to stand by the Philadelphia and Reading switch- 
men. Sweeney said he did not expect to get 
advance without a short struggle, but was con 
dent of winning. Sweeney promised them that 
they would receive their increased wages or sink 
the organization, 

Mr. Sweeney, it will be seen, was present at 
this meeting, and offered no protest against 
McNamara’s violent and dangerous scheme, 
though it was made in his hearmg. When this 
plan of lawless violence was agreed upon, 
hadn’t they sense enough to know that they 
would be opposed by the military power of 
the State of New York? Didn’t they see that 
if they made an assault. upon the business of 
the public the public would defend itself? 
Why then did the 550 or 1,100 switchmen defy 
the State of New York and proceed in effect 
to wage war upon it? 

The only possible explanation they can offer 
from a common sense point of view is, that 
they expected the other railroad labor organi- 


. zations would all throw up their jobs and 


come to their assistance as sympathy strikers 
and would be as reckless and belligerent as 
themselves; and that railroad organized 
labor would break out in organized riot 
against the interests and rights of the public, 
and that the great. elephantine public would 
stand supinely helpless and make no self-de- 
fensive resistance. But if they thought. so 
they have been deceived in their expectation’ 
But they had no right to expect such sympa-

Now how long will 
it be before the National Congress and State 
Legislatures will take steps to prevent gangs 
of men who have abandoned their jobs from 
perpetrating incendiarism and violence, the 
destruction of the property ot peaceable citi- 
zens, and the maltreatment and murder of men 
who are willmg to take the vacated places and 
perform honest work for satisfactory wages? 
Are there not some lessons to be learned by 
Congress from this senseless strike, and by 


the Legislature of every State? Have not the 


public some rights to be respected and 
protected? Shall not railroad corporations 
and their employés be compelled to settle 
their disagreements in such manner that the 
great public shall not suffer grievous harm to 
person and property?

Tue Rockford Star (Dem.) is determined 
not to take its free trade medicine, but squirms 
and dodges around in the most ridiculous 
manner.

„It is therefore simply an absurdity to talk now 
about a free trade tariff, and te talk about a pro- 
tective tariff is unnecessary, because the wit of 
man could not possibly frame a tariff that would 
produce $140,000,000 in gold without amply pro- 
tecting our domestic industry.”’ 

Senator Sherman spoke the truth and Tae TAW. 
BUNE knows it. Now, the Democrats occupy the 
same position that John Sherman did then. 

Senator Sherman spoke from a Republican 
standpoint, and what he said was spoken eight- 
een years before the Democratic party in 
National convention laid down this doctrine i in 
their platform of June 22, 1892: 

We denounce Republican protection as a fraud, 
a robbery x the great majority of the American 
people for the benefit of the few. We declare it 
to be a fundamental principle of the Democratic 
party that the Federal Government has no con- 
atitutional power to impose and collect tariff 
duties EXCEPT FOR THE PURPOSES OF 
REVENGE ONLY, and we demand that the col- 
lection of such taxes shall be limited to the neces- 
sities of the government when honestly and eco- 
nomically administered. 

There is nothing about “tariff reform” or 
moderate protection or any protection. It is 
an emphatic declaration that there must be 
no. protection, no matter how small or inci- 
dental; but that all competing European 
products of cheap labor must be admittea 
duty free into this country, and that duties 
must only be levied for revenue, and all the 
revenue needed can easily be raised by im- 
posing heavy duties on non-competitive, non- 
protective imports, such as tea, coffee, sugar, 
molasses, spices, and the like. 

How absurd, weak, and cowardly it is for 
a Democratic sheet to take refuge behind a 
Republican protection utterance of nearly 
twenty years ago. Better stand up to the 
rack, fodder or no fodder. Free trade is the 
Democratic position on the tariff, and there 


is no evading or dodging it. 


Ir is very diffieult to get the Illinois Demo- 
cratic country dailies to face the free trade 
doctrine as laid down in their platform. Tan 
Trrsunz has pleaded, coaxed, and reasoned 
with them to stand up to the tariff doctrine of 
their party as laid down in their Chicago plat- 
form and in the acceptance speech of Cleve- 
land, but all in vain, although it has had consid- 
erable help from the junior Democratic organ. 
But they squirm and dodge and act 
the ‘coward. The bullwhip will have 
to be applied on those sheets’ if 
nothing else will make them take their medi- 
cine.

part. The spirit of neighborly good will which 
prompted the President tothis delay for which 
the atatute contained no precise 
warrant, is the more evident when the fact is 
considered that the season for which the Cana- 
dian provisions were prescribed was already 
far advanced and the movement of grain was 
at its height, so that each day's delay dimin- 
ished the effectiveness of the remedy it was 
his desire to obtain from the sense of justice 
of the Dominion Government. Being well 
aware that the obnoxious tolls of the Welland 
and St. Lawrence Canals did not in terms ex- 
tend beyond the present season of canal 
navigation it became evident to the Presi- 
dent that no nt effective relief 
was to be offe on the part of the 
Dominion and that full measure of the dis- 
criminations imposed by the Canadian order 
of 1892 was to be continued unabated during 
the full life of that order; and inasmuch as 
the act of Congress prescribed bis duty in 
view ot existing conditions and not of condi- 
tions which may or may not exist in future 
years, no recourse remained open to him but 
to give immediate effect to the statute by issu- 
ing his proclamation. . 

Only Want the Same Conditions. 

All that is contemplated by the Presidential 
proclamation is to estabiish in the American 
canal the same conditions as pow exist and 
have existed in the Canadian canals for years 
past, and that the President’s proclamation 
will remain in force no * than the dis- 
criminations complained of are maintained 
by the Canadian Government. The Canadian 
preposal embraces two points, the tariff of 
tolls in the Dominion canals ana the preferen- 
tialtreatment given to certain routes and ports 
and providing for transshirment at Canadian 
ports only.

OUTPUT OF AMERICAN TIN. 


A Special Report Showing the Total Pro- 
duction in the United States. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Aug. 25.—A special ro- 
port has been made showing that the total 
production of tin and terne plates [nearly all 
stone and roofing terne plate] proper in the 
United States during the fiscal year ending 
June 30 last was 13,646,719 pounds. 

„Besides the foregoing it should be stated 
further, says the report, that the produc- 
tion of American sheet-iroh or steel made into 
articles and wares, tinned or terne-conted, 
during the year, as shown by the sworn state- 
ments of manufacturers received to date, 
was 4,328,228 pounds. As these manufactures 
constitute tin and terne plates within the 
meaning of the law it now seems probable that 
when full returns of the same are received the 
total productions of the year, inclusive of such 
manufactures, will not fall much short of 
20,000,000 pounds.“ 

The quantity of tinplates and terneplates 
mostly terneplates] imported on and after 
uly 1, 1891, and enteréd for immediate con- 

sumption on arrival or withdrawn from ware- 
house for consumption during the year will be 
proximately 4,387,000 pounds. The quantity 
oF tanienes and terneplates on which duties 
were paid and which were used in the manu- 
facture of articles exported with benefit of 
drawback during the fiscal year was approx- 
imately 119,128,080 poun These include 
plates weighing sixty-three pounds per 100 
square feet and those weighing lighter and 
heavier than sixty-three pounds. 

Ot these amounts the imports of plates 
weighing lighter than sixty-three pounds per 
100 square feet were 371,304,870 pounds and the 
exports with benefit of drawback 119,450,503 
pounds, making the net imports 251,854,367 
pounds. 


THE GLORIOUS CORONA OF THE SUN, 


Its Origin May Be Due to Some Electric 
Manifestations. 

Youth’s Companion: One of the greatest 
mysteries of science is that magnificent dis- 
play of coronal streamers and soft banners of 
light that is seen around the totally eclipsed 
sun. Several recent investigations tend to 
show that this wonderful phenomenon is of 
electric or magnetic origin. Mr. M. I. Pupin 
of Columbia College has just furnished most 
suggestive facts bearing upon this question, 
through a series of experiments on electric 
discharges in imperfect vacua. 

Photographs of such -discharges, made by 
Mr. Pupin, tear an astonishing resemblance 
to the solar corona. Inasmuch as the space 
immediately around the sun must almost nec- 
essarily contain large quantities of vapors and 
meteoric dust, it does not seem difficult to 
conceive that a condition of things exists there 
which is suited to electric manifestations on 
an immense scale. 

Yet, after all, when we think of the tremen- 
dous energy of the sun, which is able to make 
daylight upon the earth, to warm with its 
life-supporting rays planets that circle around 
it at a distance of tens and hundreds of mill- 
ions of miles, and to awaken the magnetism 
of our globe until the air is aflame with auro- 
ral lights, we can hardly wonder that it should 
cause the nearer regions of space arbund its 
own sphere to glow with strange radiance. 


TWO AND A HALF ACRES FOR TRUNKS. 


How the Pennsylvania Is Preparing for 
World’s Fair Baggage. 

The Pennsylvania railroad company has 
made arrangements to provide itself with two 
and one-halt acres of floor space for storing 
baggage during the World’s Fair. The com- 
pany is extending its baggage depots at 
the Union Station 250 feet north and 
250 feet south, the additions being 
three stories high, Besides this tne com- 
pany has rented the Armour warehouse 
near Canal and Van Buren streets, thus in- 
creasing the capacity for trunks by 30,000 
square feet. The company, all told, will have 
the following baggage space: One three-story 
building 275x25 feet, one six-story. building 100 
x50 feet, two three-story buildings 245x25 feet, 
and two two-story buildings 250x30 feet, mak- 
ing the foregoing total vf about two and a half 
acres of floor space.

DR. DOLAN ‘TESTIFIES. | 


FIRST DAY’S HEARING IN THE 
CASE OF MISS LIZZIS BORDEN.

The Medical Examiner Tells of the Posi- 
tion of the Bodies and the Wounds 
Upon Them—Description of the Ax and 
the Bloody Gowns of the Young 
Woman—Loose Methods of the Police 
in the Tracing of the Murderer and the 

Holding of the Autopsy on the Bodies. 
Fark. River, Mass., Aug. 25.—The Second 

District Court-room never before had such a 

crowd as that which greeted Judge Blaisdell 

this morning. It was the second date agreed 
upon for the hearing of Miss Lizzie A. Borden 
on the charge of killing her father with an ax. 

At 10:30 o’clock Charles J. Holmes appeared 

with Miss Emma Borden on his arm. Miss 

Lizzie Borden came in last with Marshal Hil- 

lard. She was handed to a seat between her 


two legal advisers and near a settee on 


which her sister was seated. Miss 
Lizzie Borden did not betray any noticeable 
feeling during the whole day exeept possibly 
in three or four instances. One was when Dr. 
Dolan described the ghastly wounds on her 
father. Then she flushed and tears came into 
her eyes. She closed her eyes and hid her 
face behind a palm leaf fan and leaned toward 
her sister Emma, who also remained with 
closed eyes until the dreadful tale was ended. 
When the wood was passea around showing 
blood spots Attorney Jennings made a joking 
remark and again Miss Lizzie smiled. 

About 5 o’clock, when Miss Emma spoke to 
her for the first time during the day, she 
turned smilingly toward her and answered 
something at which both ladies laughed cheer- 
fully. Miss Lizzie and her attorneys are well 
pleased with the result of the first day’s pro- 
ceedings. They see nothing which attaches 
the crime to the house, but see a great deal to 
show careless and even shiftless methods on 
the part of the prosecution. 


The Story of a Peddler, 


Mr. Jennings, counsel for the defense, has 
given out a letter for publication which tells 
in arambling way of the writer's interview 
with a bloody stranger. It was signed Sam- 
uel Robinsky. A man of that name is known 
at Waltham. where it was posted, asa peddter 
who comes there occasionally, but cannot be 
found now. The writer, who claims to be a 
peddler, says: 

When the murder in Fall River occurred 
I was only a few miles away. I met a man 
who was covered with blood. He told me 
that he worked on a farm and that he never 
could get his wages, so he had a fight with 
the farmer. He bought from me four hand- 
kerchiefs, one necktie, collar, and shoe black- 
ing. His boets were covered with blood, and 
he put lots of blacking on. I am dead 
sure I weuld know him again. I only 
heard about the murder at 6/p. m. that night. 
I kept quiet, as I had no leense and feared to 
be arrested. If I had known about the mur- 
der at the time I met my stranger it would 
have been different, as I would —1 followed 
him up and perhaps got the reward. I thought 
it was a r farmhand and so took pity on 
him, as I know as a rule farmers seldom pay 
their hands during the summer.“ 

At 10:30 o’clock Medical Examiner Dolan 
was called to the stand. The witness testified 
as to the position of the bodies of the mur- 
dered couple when found and to sending their 
stomachs to Prof. Wood of Harvard College 
for analysis. Surveyor Kiernan then took the 
stand. He thought from the appearance of a spot 
of blood on the door-casing that it was thrown 
from the sitting room toward the kitchen, 
Dr. Dolan was called back to the stand 
“What caused Mr. Borden’s death?“ was 
asked. The witness said he died from shock 
and the body wasstill warm when witness 
Witness said the wounds 
could be made by any person of ordinary 
strength using moderate force. 


Dr. Dolan Tells of His Discoveries. 


In the witness’ opinion Mre. Borden had 
been dead about an hour and a half when he 
first saw her. She died of shock. Witness 
saw four axes in the cellar of the house, ex- 
amined one, and found it had been scraped 
and washed. Under the glass it showed stains 
which looked like blood. Saw some hair on it 
also. Took some dress skirts and underskirts 
from the house, the property of Miss Borden,

Mr. Adams wanted to know if Dr. Dolan 
thought that the hatchet with the peculiar 
claw head was the identical one which pro- 
duced the crushed wound in Mrs, Borden’s 
head. He thought it could have done it. 
Continuing his testimony, the medical 
examiner told of examining the cloth- 
ing of the Borden girls, and 
described the stains and hairs found 
on the hatchet. He thought Mr. Borden’s as- 
sailant stood between the head of Mr. Bor- 
den and the dining-room door, perhaps mid- 
way of the oes From the position of 
the assailant and Mr. Borden he thought the 
former would have received more blood above 
the waist than below. He thought that the 
deed could have been done and the person do- 
ing it would not have had more than ten 
spots on his clothing. All through this ex- 
haustive and tedious examination District-At- 
torney Knowlton hardly raised an objection.

World’s Fair People Think That for Many 
Reasons the Choice Is Good—A. W. Saw- 
yer Elected Assistant Seoretary-Mem- 
bers Bent on Harmony—To Make By- 
Laws Today—Lotto Portrait of Colum- 
bus Not to Be Used on Souvenirs—Will 
Write to the Spanish Queen— Notes. 

The Council of Administration of the 
World’s Fair met and organized yesterday 
morning by the election of Director H. N. 
Higinbotham. President, and A. W. Sawyer, 
Assistant Secretary. 1 

Mr. Higinbotham is President of the Chi- 
cago Board of Directors. His additional ele- 
vation to the Presidency of the Council has 
been conceded for the reason that, as Presi- 
dent of the Directory, he represented the 
body which furnishes the money for conduct- 
ing the Fair. The Council is composed of 
four members, Messrs. Higinbotham and 
Schwab of the Directory, and J. W. St. Clair 
and George V. Massey of the National Com- 
mission. They were all present at the meet- 
ing yesterday morning. 

After electing a President the council imme 
diately elected Mr. Sawyer Assistant Secreta- 
ry. Mr. Sawyer hag been Secretary of the 
Committee on Grounds and Buildings since its 
formation over two years ago. He has hunaled 
the enormous business of the committee in a 
manner so satisfactory that not a single com- 
plaint has been made. His knowledge of Ex- 
position work will be extremely valuable to 
the council, since it has on it but one member, 
Mr. Schwab, who could be considered familiar 
with the construction work at Jackson Park. 

The council which began its official exist- 
ence yesterday was provided for by the Na- 
tional Commission and the local directory 
with a view of creating a joint body whose de- 


eision should be final in the settlement of any 


uestions of difference which might arise in 
the administration of the Fair by Director- 
General Davis and Minister of Works D. H. 
Burnham. The council is given further au- 
thority of an extensive character in the gen- 
erai direction of the Exposition management. 
It is composed of what have been hitherto 
opposing elements, The representation is 
equal. No provision is made for a castin, 
vote, and in case the members of the counci 
should get into a squabble they would make 
their organization ridiculous, since they have 
been selected as an arbitration coinmittee.

This feature of the situation scems to have 
fully impressed itself upon one of the mem- 
bers. One of the first things done after the 
council had been called to order was to im- 
press upon the members that they must not 
quarrel, and that if they did no intimation of 
such an unfortunate occurrence should reach 
the public through the newspapers. It was 
declared that if they, as high-class peacemak- 
ers, could not get along among themselves, 
they would be laughed at by both the com- 
mission and the directory. If it came to a 
test it was suggested that it would be better 
to toss up a penny to decide a question rather 
than admit the members were unable to 

ree. 

This view a parently prevailed, for a reso- 
lution was p to the effect that the written 


record of the Secretary should convey the in- 


formation of what had been done at the meet- 
ing. Private opinions, forecasts of probable 
action, and details of discussion were by com- 
mon consent forbidden on the part of any 
member. An hour or two after the council 
had adjourned Commissioner St. Clair de- 
clined to impart such harmless intelligence as 
who had been elected President. He referred 
inquirers to the Secretary, who, he said, had 
the official record of what had been done, and 
this same record he announced would be 5 
always to public inspection. Heretofore Mr. 
St. Clair has felt little constraint in telling 
what had taken place in conferences or meet- 
ings of which he wut a member. He was, in 
fact, regarded as the newsgatherers’ friend. 

Today the council will meet again, and 
thoroughly acquaint itself with the business 
of the dedicatory ceréinonies. Every member 
of the committee who is available, is invited 
to be present. Gen. Nelson A. Miles will also 
be there, as well as Chief of Construction 
Burnham and other officials. ~A complete 
straightening out of the affairs of the com- 
mittee and a unification of its work will take 
place. The ceremonies committee has been 
running considerably at large. It has been a 
kind of law unto itself, but it is to be brought 
into the foid today. 

Will Make By-Laws Today. 

By-laws for the government of the council 
will, it is expected, be adopted at today’s ses- 
sion. They are being prepared by Commis- 
sioner Massey. Among the probable provis- 
ions will be one providing for four meetings 
of the board each week at Jackson Park and 
two in the Rand, McNally Building head- 
quarters. The sessions at the grounds, it is 
expected, will be held in the forenoon. 

he council yesterday sent a notification to 
Director-General Davis and Minister of Work 
Burnham notifying them that the new organ- 
ization was ready for business. Col. Davis 
paid a visit to the council in the afternoon. 

Exposition officials generally believe that 
the council will prove a success. They say 
tiat good men have been selected and that 
they should get along without dispute. Most 
feel confident that such a result will be at- 
tained. All admit, however, that the new 
board is an experiment. 

One of the first things which Director-Gen- 
eral Davis will bringto the attention of the 
council willbe a request for an additional 
building to relieve the Manufactures Building 
of 400,000 square feet of space. He needs that 
much additional room in the big building. 
Twenty-two nations are asking for space in 
that department and cannot accom mo- 
dated. After all, it seems that, although there 
are forty acres of floor space in the Manu- 
factures Building, there are but twelve acres 
available for exhibits. This, at least, is the 
way Col. Davis figures it. Dedyctions are 
made, of course, for aisles, posts, and open- 
ings in the gallery floor. 


LOCAL DIRECTORS MAY BE TO BLAME. 


Any Delay in Getting Out the Coins Laid 
to Their Door, 

Wasainecton, D. C., Aug. 25.—[Special. ]— 
Nothing has been heard at the Mint Bureau 
from the Chicago directors of the Exposition 
regarding their wishes on the subject of de- 
signs for the souvenir coins submitted for 
their inspection ten days ago. While the 
law in this matter states that the designs shall 
be approved by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Director of the Mint, yet these offi- 
ciala deemed it proper to have the proposed 
coins satisfactory to the managers of the big 
Fair. Any suggestions made by the latter 
will be duly considered at the Treasury De- 

artment, and care will be taken to have the 

esigns conform as much as possible to the 
wishes of those directly interested. With- 
in six weeks after an approved: de- 
sign 16 submitted to the mint at 
Philadelphia pieces can be struck for 
distribution by the Sabtreasurer at Chicago. 
Probably by May, 1808, at the latest, the en- 
tire issue of coins authorized by Congress can 
be in Chicago ready for use by the Exposition 
management, Director Leech, who returned 
today from his vacation, will sh the work 
of making the coins as 24 as ible 
after the designs are returned from Chicago.

CANNOT USE THE LOTTO PORTRAIT. 


Mr. Elisworth Will Not Let It Be Used on 
Souvenir Coins. 

Director J. W. Ellsworth notified the Ex- 

position management yesterday that the Lotto 

portrait of Columbus could not be used on the 


souvenir coins. Mr. Ellsworth owns this 


portrait, and the Director of the Mint at 
Philadelphia was so far convinced of its 
authenticity that he suggested that it be used. 
When this information reached Chicago C. F. 
Gunther, who also_has a portraitof Coluinbus, 
painted by Moro, declared that the Lotto 
picture was not authentic. Mr. Ellsworth re- 
gretted the discussion so much that he yes- 
erday withdrew the privilege of its use. 

The Lotto portrait, according to the best 
information obtainable, was painted for a his- 
torian at Venice in 1512, Columbus died six 
or eight years before this time. Last year 
Dr. John C. Van Dyke of Rutgers College, 
New Jersey, and Wilham J. Stillman of 
Rome, Italy, met in Venice, and while there 
Uni States Consul-General Mason men- 
tioned the propriety of securing the Lotto 
portrait for the World’s Fair. u. Eiloworth 
on the representations of Mr. Stillman and 
Dr. Van Dyke, purchased the painting. A 
few days after it had been secured an am- 
bassador of the Spanish Government arrived 
in Venice for the purpose of purchasing it. 


WILL INVITE THE SPANISH QUEEN, 


Mr. Curtis to Ask Royalty and Columbus 
Descendants to the Fair. 

William C. Curtis of the historical section 
of the World’s Fair at Washington is at the 
Grand Pacific. He has come here in con- 
nection with his department work and will 
start for Europe Aug. 31. He is the official 
bearer of the invitations from the government 
and President to the Queen of Spain and the 
descendants of Columbus, asking that they 
consent to be guests of the government at the 
opening of the Exposition. He also carries 
official requests to the various rulers of the old 
world and to the directors of museums as well 
as to private collectors for any relics it may 
be possible to obtain in connection with the 
discovery of the western world, 

It is expected that France, Spain, Italy, and 
England will be the principal contributors. 

At Windsor Castie he hopes to obtain the 
map upon which the name of Ameriea first 
appeared. How the map, which was printed 
by Lenardo de Avinci, happened to come into 
the hands of the royal family of England is 
not known. 

The decendants of Columbus to whom in- 
vitations are to be extended are the Duke of 
Varagua and his son, the Duke of Alva, and 
Gen. San Romen. 


Wants to Sell Peanuts. 

Peanuts promise to be valuable merchan- 
dise on the World's Fair grounds next year. 
A Chicago man made an offer of $120,000 cash 
for the exclusive privilege of vending peanuts 
during the Fair. The offer was not acceptea, 
but was taken under consideration. Michael 
F. Gallagher, the florist, secured the exclusive 
privilege of selling cut flowers on the Exposi- 
tion grounds. tie gives the management a 
fair percentage of the gross receipts. 


Will Burn the Garbage. 

The Council of Administration yesterday 
accepted a proposition tor the building of a 
garbage crematory in the south end of Jack- 
son Park. It will be placed there as an 
exhibit without cost to the Exposition. 
cents a ton will be charged for the burning of 
the refuse. Arnmangements will be made for 
carting daily from the restaurants and the 
buildings all refuse to this crematory. 


Otficials Move to the Park. 

All chiefs of departments will shortly move 
from the Rand & McNally Building to Jack- 
son Park. Chief Buchanan, in charge of the 
Live Stock, Agriculture, and Forestry De- 


partments, began moving a portion of his 
force last Saturday. The other chiefs have 
been notified by Col. Davis to be ready to fol- 
low in a short time. By Oct. 1 it is expected 
that nearly the entire Exposition force will be 
installed at the park. 


Space in the Electricity Building.

IS UNDER NEGOTIATION, 


Seventeen Thousand Three Hundred Acres 
Are Embraced in the Tract, Which Lies 
Along the IIIInois-Indiana State Line, 
North of the Kankakee—Property Ad- 

, joining South Chicago Bought for the 

New Racing Association—The Firm of 
Henry L. Turner & Co. 

A sale of outside acres of more than ordi- 
nary size and importance 1s now in negotia- 
tion, with apparently every prospect of com- 
pletion. The Shelby lands just north of the 
Kankakee River, lying on both sides of the 
Indiana-Illinois State line, are td be sold for 
$500,000. The prospective purchasers are 
Eastern capitalists, represented by B. A. Rob- 
inson of R. C. Alden & Co., and Sioux City 
parties, represented by George W. Wilson of 
that place. The tract, which includes 17,300 
acres, is being sold for W. R. Shelby, Vice- 


President of the Grand Rapids and Indiana , 


railway company, through R. L. Cresey, who 
acts as his exclusive agent. The prop- 
erty is in two holdings. One of these 
is controlled by what is known as 
the Lake Agricultural company and contains 
12,000 acres. The other is known as the Mead- 
ows Cattle Farm and contains 5,300 acres. In 
the sale the first tract is being turned in at a 
valuation of $800,000, The second tract is to 
be sold for $159,000. The even half-million 
dollars will be made up by the sale of the Vil- 
lage of Shelby at a consideration of $21,000 
and the old mill property on the island at Mo- 
mence for 000. Illinois, Indiana, and 
Iowa and the Louisville and New Albany rail- 
ways cross the property and intersect at the 
little Village of Sheiby. The village propert 
and the subdivision laid out there are owne 
together with the entire acreage, by Gen. Cass 
and W. R. Shelby. 

The scheme of the purchasers of the proper- 
ty isto carry on further the drainage im- 
provements which have already been made 
and to develop the property into first-class 
farming land. The scheme also includes the 
location of certain industries at Shelby. Nei- 
son Morris“ extensive purchases of er 
acres lie just s.uth and east of the Shelby 
lands. He has in all 20,000 acres of land ad- 
joining the property now in negotiation. Be- 
tween $150,000 and $250,000 has been expend. 
ed from time to time by the Shelby iaterests 
in draining the property, which was originally 
low marsh lands. Two drainage canals run 
through the property from east to west and a 
large portion of the Meadows Farm tract has 
been tiled and is under cultivation. There is 
a bill pending now for the removal of the rock 
in the rmver at Momence, which has occa- 
siened a lawsuit between tne Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railway company and W. R.

DOUBTFUL REPORT ABOUT BLAINE. 


Story That He Will Take the Stump—Re- 
gained His Health and Has Not Looked 
Better for Years, 

Ban Harpor, Me., Aug. 23.—[Special to 
Cincinnati Enquirer’ (Dem. ). ]}—Ex-Secretary 
Blaine has regained his health. For years he 
has never looked better. Nothing now frets

Special Legislation Is Desirable to Give 
United States Courts Jurisdiction Over 
Criminal Prosecutions for Acts of Vio- 
lence Against Aliens—While Present 
Laws Are Insufficient No General One 
Would Be Proper. 

Sanatoos, N. T., Aug. 25.—The American 
Bar Association reconvened this morning and 
listened to the annual address, which was de- 
livered by John Randolph Tucker of Vir- 
ginia, The reports of the standing and spe- 
cial committees were then received, the most 


important of which was that of the Commit- 


tee on International Law. This report was 
based principally upon the question ‘‘ whether 
any legislation by Congress is desirable and 
practicable to give the courts of the United 
States jurisdiction over critninal prosecutions 
for acts of violence to the persons or property 
of aliens committed by citizens of the United 


States.”’ 
At the last meeting of the Bar Association 


this was the subject given the committee for 
investigation, and its report follows:

Similar contin- 
ncies arose during the administrations of the 
tate ¢ Department by Secretaries Webster, Evarts 
and Bayard, able lawyers, and yet no one of 
them seems to have considered that what were 
characterized by them all as occurrences un- 
fortunate and sometimes disgraceful. afforded 
either occasion or excuse for so radical and fund- 
amental a change in our institutions as upon con- 
sideration the pro ation would make. 

It is impossible to contro the fact that this 
agitation in favor of Fede legislation origi- 
nated not in the thoughtfal consideration of law- 
yers and publicists, but in ephemeral newspaper 
discussion, which, useful as itis, must of neces- 
sity be impulsive and upon such subjects serve 
the * rather of suggestion than conclu- 
sion e sug on made by the President is of 
course entities to the utmost respect both by 
reason of his high office and also of 
his acknowledged capacity as a statesman 
and lawyer. There is, however, nothing in the 
message which goes beyond calling the attention 
of Congress to the subject. His «xpression of be- 
lief in the competency of Congress to secure 
treaty rights of foreigners domiciled in the 
United States is not likely to be controverted, 
provided such treaty rights are con- 
sistent with the Constitution of the United 
States.

secured a citizen or a subject of a foreign coun- 
try with the 15 vernment we are in treaty rela- 
tions. This is &tated more broadly than the 
language of the act would seem to warrant, but 
not more 86 than the claims of the advocates of 
the bill as to its scope and purpose. It is hardly 
to be-expected that, if this course of legislation be 
embarked upon, Congress would undertake the 
enactment of a new and uniform system of 
criminal law and procedure. fe may, therefore, 
assume that any bill likely to be passed would 
we a general one of the character of that now 


The necessity of the bill is claimed on the 
ground that our laws should conform to our 
treaty obligations, so that when questioned as to 
what we are <Page to protect the treaty rights of 
foreign m Ropes e, we can always answer: The 
laws of ‘ongress confer jurisdiction upon the Fed- 
eral co ;your contract is with the Federal 
courts ; your treaty is with the Federal authority; 

our treaties are with the Government of the 

nited States, and we are, therefore, made a 
party.” Thus the United States as the treaty- 
making power would be able to enforce treaty 
obligations, and would not be forced, as in the 
past, when the supreme power nas depended en- 
tirely upon State action, to stand in contempt 
in the ce of the nations of the earth.’ 

Finally, th they believe that the measure proposed 
is not only practicable, but is less objectionable 
than any otber that could have been devised. be- 
cause it does not interfere with or change the laws 
of the several 1 in regard to what constitutes 
a crime, and does not provide a different penalty 
for an act lw the rights of an alien and an 
act which a crime against a citizen of the 
State; while, ifthe Federal courts should not 
adopt the laws of the State, there would be no 
two laws making a different offense of the same 


act in a given State. 

Again, the far-reach character of this bill 
can hardly be apprecia oranticipated. It was 
stated in the Senate that there are 50,000 aliens in 
Chicago alone ong that possibly one-third, but 
certainly one-fifth of the population of Wisconsin 
is alien ; the same conditions to a treater or less 
degree obtain in many of the Northwestern 
States. Think, then, of the endless confusion 
which wo result rom division ot the crim- 
inal administration of these States between two 
jurisdictions in such a manuer that possibly a 
man may be a swbject to two prosecutions for the 
same offense, and this inconvenience is to be in- 
curred to provide a remedy for sporadic cases.

* consequence, he is r of any 
other American citizen, be he millionaire or 
what not. In the second place, America is the 
workingman’s paradise because food and 
cloth N are cheap and abundant, the very 

most wholesome of the necessities of 
ray may be had in the greatest abundance by 
any man who 1s willing to work. There is no 
excuse for want and destitution in the United 
States unless it lies in something like sickness 
or accident which has incapacitated the indi- 
ee In the third 8 * protective 
a — guarantees orkingman 
vantages, and that ther shall not be 
9 — by the’ competition of his 3 
who, in other lands, are compelled to work 
for wages so low that they will not suffice for 
that abundant supply of the necessaries of life 
which are the first and chief requisite of good 
and right living. 

These are some of the reasons and unques- 
tionably the chief ones why the workingmen 
are coming in droves and armies from Eu- 
ropean countries to the United States, and 
why this class of our population rarely em- 
igrate to other lands. These. are the chief 
reasons why America is known in Europe as 
„the workingmen’s paradise.“ 

These enviable conditions were inaugurated 
with the establishment of our government 
and have grown and develo with the 
growth and development of our country. They 
are the chiof results of real value of sur prog- 
ress as a nation. 

High wages were not imported along with 
the Anarchists and ruffians who have incited 
and led in the cowardly crimes of murder and 
arson which have characterized the labor 
strikes and riots of the last fifteen or twenty 
years. They existed here before this class of 
immigrants came and were the principal in-. 
ducements to them to come. 

Wages have improved in the United States 
because as manufactures grew prosperous 
public sentiment required that, we being in 


before the law and at the ballot-box, the profits 
of business carried on by capital and labor in 
partnership should be so divided among all 
that there should be practical equality in op-. 
portunities for education ana the development 
of intelligence. We would not long have a 
republic such as we have, and worthy of the 
name, ifrich men only could educate their chil- 
drea. But under existing conditions the son of 
the workingman may be, and in truth is, edu- 
cated at Harvard and Yale alongside the son 
of the millionaire. There are no opportunities 
for culture or advancement open to the child 
of the miilionaire in the United States from 
which the offspring of the American working- 
man is shut out. And this is due to the high 
wages our workingmen receive, 

But hordes of brutalized men whom centu- 
ries of oppression and wrong have 1 
into insane desperadoes have of late 
in at our wide-open gates, bringing with them 
methods which their wrongs and — 
against their forefathers have developed, and 
they seek to introduce them here. It is diffi- 
cult to decide how . are to be dealt with. 
It is a question of vital importance to all, but 
chiefly to the American workingman himself, 
who has the remedy for the present state of 
things in his own hands, and to him we must 
look for relief. 

foreigners come here fresh trom a 
struggle for such wages as would give them 
little more than enough to N the low- 
est physical éxistence. Arrivi here they 
find a state of things entirely different from 
those they left on the other side. At once 
they are put to work at fair, liberal wages, 
such as they never even dreamed of demand- 
ing in their own country—so high as to place 
within their reach everything worth living for. 
One would suppose that this would make 
them contented and happy. But it does not. 
They seize upon every pretext to make 
trouble. Finding conditions, here even better 
than they ever demanded they forthwith Hud 
fault, and, adapting the arguments against 
the ung uestionable injustice of the conditions 
they have fled from, they now urge them 
against those htre, even though they are just 
and fair and far better than they had ever be- 
fore hoped for, much less attempted tosecure. 
We insist that, at such times, the well-tried 
American methods which have given us our 
present high wages shall be employed, and 
theft, arson, and murder never.

A prominent underwtiter says the allowance 
given for mercurial alarms in New York City is 10 
per cent where the original rate does not exceed 
1 per cent. * here the rate is greater the rebate 
is 10 cents. “This ought to be interesting to the 
people who are complaining of the underwriters’ 
movement in reference to automatic alarms in 
this city. said he. It is a fact that in instances 
these devices have been paid for four times over 
by the rebates allowed. The rebate in Chicago is 
10 ceats on everything. Thus, if the rate is 75 
cents, the mercurial alarm allowance cuts it 
down to 65 cents. In New York the reduction 
would be to 67% cents only. In the matter of 
large area risks Chicago rates are also more fa- 
vorable to the insurer. R. H. Macy & Cos de- 
partment store in New York pays $2.50. Wana- 
maker in Philadelphia pays $2.70. Here the rate 
ranges from $1.75 to $2.
